FRANCS AND TUNIS. 


The French Government is just now ex­ 
periencing some of the difficulties which 
attend the efforts of Ministers to explain 
policies which have cot turned ont as ex­ 
pected. 
They are discovering that there 
is an opposition in the Assembly, and that 
it can ask very awkward and embarrassing 
questions about the Tunis expedition. 
Of 
coarse the Government is obliged to de­ 
clare that everything has gone off precisely 
as it was intended, and that the triumph 
of the French arms in Africa has been most 
gratifying; but unfortunately for Ministers 
the telegraph cowadays ¡3 at the service of 
everybody, and those terrible special cor­ 
respondents pry into everything, so that 
Commanders in-Chief are unable to adopt 
the Napoleonic method, and “ fudge ” their 
dispatches from the seat of war. 
And in 
ail soberness, the Tunis question is not an 
easy one to defend. 
The pretense of the 
Government that a protectorate over Tunis 
had become necessary to the safety of Al­ 
geria will of course deceive nobody. 
It is 
now too well known that the Tunis expe­ 
dition was resolved upon several years ago, 
and that in fact it was proposed indirectly 
by Bismarck, who naturally desired to see 
the French army employed as far as possi­ 
ble from the banks of the Iibine. 
It was 
proposed years ago, and it had nothing to 
do with Algeria. 
Everybody understands 
that, and everybody aleo perceives that 
no m atter what was its origin, it has been 
little better than a failure so far. 
For 
though the French army has already pene­ 
trated the country, and though Kairwan, 
tho Sacred City, has been surrendered 
w ithout any fighting, it is patent to all the 
world that the Frtnch troops cannot hold 
any Tunisian territory which they do not 
sweep with their rifles, and that conse­ 
quently the notion of a permanent annex­ 
ation looks like a grim joke. 
The Arabs 
have, 
in fact, proved a most difficult 
enemy, and it is altogether too much to 
say that the country they inhabit has been 
conquered. 
And what is most embarras- 
ing to the Government is that no definite 
end to the African war can be found, and 
that it is equally impossible to say how 
many regiments will be required, or how 
many millions of francs, to complete the 
business. 
In fact it is a worse affair than 
Afghanistan was for Lord Beaconsfield 
and the Tories.

forma ; to live in dismal regions ; to eat 
bad food ; to do without comforts of every 
kind, including intellectual companion­ 
ship ; it must be adm itted th at the life 
of the American officer is “ not a happy

system of recruiting and the estimation in 
which we hold our regular soldiers, we 
have got most regiments down to pretty 
much the condition of the gladiators of old 
Home : that is to say, tho men are pro­ 
fessional fighters, brave evento desperation, 
but apart from their fightiDg qualities 
anything but good citizens. 
No American 
who has any ambition, or who has any 
confidence in his own resources, will join 
the army, for tho pay is contemptible, and 
all the conditions are degrading and repei- 
lant. 
If Congress would endeavor to de­ 
vise eome means of making enlistment 
respectable, which of course could only be 
done by making the army in some sense a 
career for the men as well as for the officers, 
it would do a good thing. 
For since we 
are compelled to have an army at the very 
least as ¡strong as the present one, it is 
folly to affect to despise so necessary 
a machinery, aud it is extremely bad 
statesmanship to allow it to be degraded. 
Nor can any intelligent American regard 
the army withoutremembering that however 
peaceful the present destinies of his coun­ 
try may seem, there was a time when 
arms alone could save the republic, and 
when the nucleus afforded by the regu­ 
lar army was beyond all price valuable. 
To preserve this nucleus forever, and to keep 
it always in that condition wherein it may 
be the most useful when called upon, is 
the wise policy. 
W e have no doubt th at 
General cffierman is right as to the need of 
moro companies, and we expect that ho 
has only put his figures so low because he 
despaired of getting w hat he really wanted. 
An army too small for its work, however, is 
a very extravagant thing, and nowhere 
can false economy bo Jmore profitably

THANKSGIVING 
DAY.

enoe between the State Board of H e a lth ;0* the extennm at.on 
and the Governor in regard to the m eat3 
of taking precautionary measures against 
the apprehended epidemic of small-pox. 
There ¡3 no doubt th at the State Board of 
Health in taking active steps to provide for 
the threatened evil, is proceeding in full 
accord with the most experienced physi­ 
cians in the State. 
Thus the Pacific 
Medical and Surgical Journal for Novem­ 
ber observes: “ There is a strongly- 
“ marked tendency towards an epidemic 
“ extension of small-pox on this coast. 
In 
“ San F.-ancisco sporadic cases are of fre- 
“ quent occurrence, whilst in various 
“ places throughout the State and the 
“ neighboring region cases spring up from 
“ time to time. 
Numbers of these are 
“ traceable to importation by rail from 
“ Chicago and the East, while the origin 
“ of others is obscure. 
For a year or two 
“ pa3t there has existed extensively over 
*‘ the U nited States and Canada an epidemic 
“ diathesis tending to fertilize the germ 
“ of this dangerous pest. 
But for vacci- 
“ nation, th e mortality from variola in our 
“ country w'ould at this moment be record- 
“ ed by tens and hundreds of thousands, in- 
“ stead of the scattered units which have 
“ tracked its paths.” Of course, however, 
mere warnings arc of no use in a case of 
this kind. 
If the emall-pox is being 
brought into the State by immigrants, 
the people of California mu3t very quickly 
make up their minds as to w hat shall be 
done, or it will be too late to do anything ; 
for with people traveling all over the State 
looking for land the disease would be dis­ 
tributed as thoroughly as if pains had been 
taken to disseminate it everywhere. 
But unfortunately there has never been 
any legislation locking to Euch a con­ 
tingency as the present. 
The only quaran­ 
tine law relates "solely to protection from 
the seaward side of tho State. 
Ample 
provisions have been made to prevent dis­ 
ease from being imported through the 
Golden Gate, but there is literally nothing 
to hinder it crossing the Sierra3 or stealing 
in over the Colorado river. 
This, thí¡D, 
is the embarrassment of the situation. 
The State Board of Health is prepared to 
guard the public, but it has no authority 
to do anything. 
In this emergency it has 
addressed itself to the Governor, stating 
the facts, representing the gravity of the 
danger, and appealing to him to exercise 
that latent power which, in the absence 
of statutory provisions, always is available 
to protect the commonwealth. 
The Gov­ 
ernor has replied th at he is willing to ac­ 
cept the responsibility, and to authorize 
the necessary measures, and he desires the 
Board to proceed at once with the precau­ 
tions it considers most necessary, and to 
use for this purpose the State appropria­ 
tion as far as it will go. 
W hen it is ex­ 
hausted, he Eays, he will furnish funds 
from some other available source. 
We 
doubt whether either the small fund appro­ 
priated to tho use of the State - Eoard of 
Health, or the remnant of the Governor's 
Contingent Fund, will be found sufficient 
to meet the expenses required to be under­ 
taken. 
But in a ease of this kind expense 
¡3 the last thing to fce considered, and 
there can be no doubt that the Legislature 
will indemnify the Board for all its pro­ 
ceedings. 
The Board agrees with tho R ecord- 
Uxion that it is useless to establish a quar­ 
antine station anywhere but at the State 
line. 
The Governor recommends the ap­ 
pointment of an Inspector for the southern 
frontier, as well as cue for the northern, 
but since there is no reason to suppose 
that any disease has been introduced by 
way of the Southern Pacific hitherto, it 
will perhaps be best to bestow all the 
available vigilance where it is known to be 
needed. 
The Board points out the neces­ 
sity of quarantining all the immigrants 
from Chicago, since merely to hold such 
as were evidently infected would not keep 
out the disease, for the reason that the 
period of incubation might not l-.avo been 
advanced far enough in many others to 
indicate their infection, and so they would 
be allowed to come on and communicate 
the contagion. 
The only way to meet this 
difficulty is by holding all the passengers 
until the period of 
incubation, counting 
from the date they left Chicago, lias passed. 
If they then exhibit no symptoms of in­ 
fection they may safely be allowed to 
proceed on their journey. 
Of course this 
measure involves 
considerable expense. 
Buildings m u st be erected, n u rses m u st be 


engaged, a Btock of drugs must be pur­ 


chased, provisions on a considerable scale 
m u st be provided, a n d in fact a very seri­ 
ous ex p en d itu re must be faced. 
It is, however, the only means of protec­ 
tion that can be adopted, aud in the opin­ 
ion of our most trustw orthy physicians it 
is absolutely necessary that it should be 
adopted at once. 
It is believed that there 
are at present atmospheric conditions pre­ 
vailing which quicken and facilitate the 
communication 
of 
infection, and 
this 
makes it the more im portant that precau­ 
tions should be taken. 
The State Board of 
Health is composed of veteran medical 
men, none of whom would sanction a sen­ 
sational or baseless alarm. 
Its action, 
therefore, points to the imminence of the 
daDger, and should satisfy the public that 
it has. not spoken before it believed it 
necessary to do so. 
The Governor has met 
the propositions of the Board with a 
promptness which show3 that he will not 
allow the commonwealth to take harm 
from any red-tape obstacles when the ex­ 
ercise of a little peremptory common sense 
can save the situation. 
There remains 
then nothing but to carry out the recom­ 
mendations of the Boird as to the institu­ 
tion of a State-line Quarantine Station as 
speedily as possible, and the Board, being 
vested with the needful authority, can 
proceed at once and in full accord with its 
own conclusions as to what are the best 
methods. 
Of course the next Legislature 
will have to supply the hiatus in our stat­ 
utes, and provide for quarantine on land aa 
well as at sea.

Dation, it is difficult to sec how the Presi­ 
dent could have formulated an excuse for 
a festival of thanksgiving at aach a junc­ 
ture.

SMALL-POX. 


TSE STATE BOAP.B OF HEALTH APPEAL 
TO THE GOVERNOR 


For the Exercise of Extraordinary Powers 
— He Consents—All Trains to be In­ 
spected at the State Line. 


The following correspondence, now on file 
at the Capitol, explains itself. 
I t will be 
found to be of the highest importance : 
To His Excellency, George G. Perkins, 
Governor of California—Dear S ir: After 
consultation with Dr. H. Gibbons, Sr., Presi­ 
dent of the State Board of Health, and Dr. 
W. B. Clnne?s, a member of said Board, and 
aleó with the members of th9 City Board of 
Health of Sacramento, and in accordance 
v.ith the expressed views of these several 
gentlemen, it becomes my duty, as the ex­ 
ecutive officer of the former Board to ask the 
interposition of the aid of the State authori­ 
ties in the enforcement of measures deemed 
necessary for the public health. 
It is known that cases of small-pcx have 
very recently been introduced into the State 
by immigrants from Chicago upen the cars of 
the Centra! Pacific Ilailroad. Already four 
counties have suffered more or less from this 
cause, and from the prevalence of the disease 
in that and other Eastern citie-, and tlm ex­ 
isting facility of its introduction here, aided 
by what is believed to be a present atmos­ 
pheric condition favorable to its diffusion, 
there seems to be good reason filt the adoption 
of stringent measures for its further exclu­ 
sion from the State. In one of the counties 
alluded to the disease has already spread to 
five families, within an area of six or eight 
mile?; and although we can contend against 
it where it now exists only by the adoption 
of the ordinary means which hygiene teaches, 
we learn from the facts alluded to the 
wisdom, not to say imperative necessity, of 
using every precaution within our power 
against its continued introduction. 
Unfortunately, we have no statute in this 
State providing for a State quarantine against 
contagions diseases, the only existing laws on 
the subject relating to the quarantine of ^ves­ 
sels arriving in the harbor of San Francisco. 
The State Board of Health are, therefore, 
powerless to act efficiently in an emergency 
such as has now arisen, but are compelled to 
rely upon the slow, uncertain and, at the best, 
inadequate provisions of local laws. 
(See 
Sections 3000 and 3145 of tho Political Gode ) 
Under these circumstances there seems to be 
a reasonable demand for the exercise of extra­ 
ordinary powers by the State Executive. 
The State Board of Health, ur the mem­ 
bers present at the special session held a few 
days ago, carefully considered this subject, 
aud authorize me to present the following re­ 
flections : 
The only efficient system of quarantine 
would be to detain at or near the State line 
all immigrants from Chicago or other infected 
cities until after the expiration of the u-ual in­ 
cubative period of the disease, dating from the 
time of their departure from the infected 
city. 
This would be a severe measure, which 
should only be resorted to upon the most 
urgent necessity. 
On the other hand, if only those who pre­ 
sented the actual manifestations of the dis­ 
ease, and the cars in which they were passen­ 
gers, were quarantined, there would still be 
the risk of others being taken sick after their 
arrival at their destination, and thus spread­ 
ing the disease. 
Under the circumstances now existing, 
however, and with the desire to afford rea­ 
sonable security and at the same time to 
subject the passengers and the railroad com­ 
pany to the minimum of inconvenience 
required for the public safety, I am author­ 
ized to recommend that an inspection of all 
immigrant trains be ordered on their arrival 
at Truckee or some point nearer the State 
line ; that if any persons be discovered who 
present evidences of 
having 
contracted 
variola, they and the car or cars of which 
they ore passengers be quarantined until the 
stages of the disease have been accomplished 
or other suitable provision be made for the dis­ 
posal of the sick ; that the cars be then disin­ 
fected under the direction of the inspector ; 
that a system of cunpuisory vaccination be 
adopted for all other passengers upon infected 
cars, the same to be performed gratuitously, 
prior to their departure frota the place of 
inspection, with lymph to be provided by the 
State Boarl of H ealth; and that a “ clean 
bill of health” be thereupon given to tho 
conductor of the train. 
It should be made the duty of the in­ 
spector to keep a record of proceedings under 
tíiis order ; th9 number of care and passen­ 
gers quarantined, tho disposition made cf 
them, and the number of persons vaccinated, 
and report the same to the State Board of 
Health. 
The above is an outline of wnat should be 
done, requiring only more specific instruc­ 
tions for its accomplishment by the officer 
intrusted with the duty. 
The impel fection of these measures arises 
from the fact that passengers not yet sick 
upon cars declared to be infected may be so 
far advanced in the stage of incubation of the 
disease that vaccination may fail to prevent 
th 9 future development of the disease. The 
time of travel upon iinm’grs.nt trains between 
Chicago and Trnckee ia about nine days, 
whereas the incubation stage of small-pox is 
twelve days. Admitting the fact that vacci­ 
nation, successfully performed, will be likely, 
by virtue of its shorter incubative period, to 
supersede sma'I-pox—to get ahead of it—we 
have only three days in which this beneficent 
result is to be effected. But the protective 
influence of vaccination ia not secured until a 
certain development of the local disease has 
been reached—that stage which is observed on 
the ninth day. It would be too late, there­ 
fore, for vaccination performed more than 
three or four days after tho commencement 1 f 
the incubative stage of small-pox in an indi­ 
vidual to be of any utility—certainly too 
late for one who had received the [contagion 
of small-pox before leaving Chicago, for ex­ 
ample, to derive any benefit from the oper­ 
ation performed after his arrival at the Cali­ 
fornia State line. 
But it is quite improbable 
that any one would be permitted to eoter the 
cars at Chicago, or any other city, actually ■ 
sick with small-pox. The disease would be 
most likely to develop itself on the trip, 
several days probably after entering the cars, 
as ia known to have been the case quite 
recently. 
Hence there would in all proba­ 
bility be ample time f >r the success of vacci­ 
nation to be secured by its performance after 
arrival at the State line. 
“ If,” says one 
of the highest authorities on vaccination, 
“ there were only means of ascertaining 
whether a person exposed to small-pox infec- 
tiou had actually received it, and, if so, at 
what moment this had taken place, we should 
know exactly whether it were worth while 
to vaccinate or n o t; but as no such means 
exist, the obvious rule of practice is to assume 
that the prison has not been inhaled, or has 
been only recently inhaled, and to give onr 
patient a chance.” 
It will be seen, therefore, that even under 
the quarantine system propos’d iudividuals 
are liable to import disease into the Slate ; 
but it is believed that, if faithfully and rigidly 
observed, is will very materially diminish the 
risk. 
Eeferenee has bien made mainly to emi­ 
grant car?. The same reasons apply, though 
less urgrntly, to the expresa trains, and an 
inspection of these also would be desirable. 
I am plea°ed to bo able to add that the 
officers cf the Central Pacific Eailrcad have 
promised to co-operat9 with the health au­ 
thorities in carrying out the sanitary regula­ 
tions which msy be adopted.

THE GOVERNOB’S EEPLT. 
S a c r a m e n to , November 8, 1881. 
F. \V. Hatch. Esq., M. D., Secretary State 
Board of Health—Dear S ir: I have the 
heuor to acknowledge receipt of your very- 
able report, as the Executive Officer of the 
State Board of Health, relative to the en­ 
forcement of proper sanitary measures in the 
prevention of the introduction of small pix 
within the limits of onr State, through the 
medium of inland communication. 
The 
question is indeed a serious one, and demands 
prompt and energetic action. 
While no 
statutory law of a general character exists to 
aid your Board in its efforts, the universal 
law, recognized by the savage as well as the 
civilized mar, whose justice is acknowledged 
alike by the heathen as well as the Christian 
—that self-preservation is the first law of 
nature—comes directly to our aid. It i? the 
paramount principle "of our naturo, and to 
save onr people from the s.ffliction of a terri­ 
ble and loathsome disease, it is imperatively cur 
duty to use every exertion, every precauticn, 
to arrest the progress of such an affliction. 
If a vessel, with but one afflicted person 
snfferiug from a contagious disease, can be 
quarantined for weeks, until all possible dan­ 
ger to a community has passed, how much 
more should the transfer of human beings 
through the medium of railway communica­ 
tion be guarded. The one is comparatively 
isolateJ. 
No one can come in contact with 
its human freight by virtue of the peculiar 
circumstances 
which surround 
it. 
The 
other comes 
in 
daily, 
hourly 
contact 
with 
the 
inhabitants 
of 
the 
places 
through which it passes and stops. The 
germ of the disease is taken up by the wind 
and disseminated through distant regions ; 
constant personal crotact is the rule ; no 
safeguard exists to prevent it, as the disease 
has not as yet been made palpable to the 
sight. 
Therefore the greater and more nr- 
i gent is the necessity to use every means 
which science and common sense has taught 
u* to employ in checking the introduction of 
this scourge in our midst. 
I would suggest that two inspectors be ap­ 
pointed by vour honorable Board, acting un­ 
der your directi >ns, one of whom shall be 


stationed between Truckee and the northern 
Hue of the State, and the other between 
Colton and the southern line. 
I beg here to 
acknowledge the willing and ready manner 
in which the officials of the respective rail 
road companies responded to your request. 
You will u;e the State’s appropriation, as 
far as you can, to carryout the views ex 
pressed in your report; that failing, such 
funds as are at my disposal for extraordinary 
purposes shall be devoted in the further aid­ 
ing of this necessary and compulsory sani­ 
tary measure.

W a s h in g to n ,

C rim inal C ourt this m orning ScoviUe asked 
Ju d g e Cox to decide on his request¡for the 
j.ajjcra in the hands of the DiatrieS A ttorney, 
and for the postponem ent cf the trial. 
The Ju d g e Eaid th at, though a m ! .us to 39- 
com m odate him , he ciu ld n o t postpone it 
w ithout the m utual consent of tne ecu 'set. 
lie could not ordc-r the delivery cf the papera 
sought to ScoviU e; b u t as the prosecution 
had assured him 
y esterday th a t ScoviUe 
would be allowed to exam ine the papers in 
their possession, th ers would be no difficulty 
on th a t score. 
, 
, 
. 
ScoviUe replied th a t he deaired n ot th e in ­ 
spection of tne papers under th e supervision 
of the D istrict A ttorney, b u t he considered 
these papers his ss a m atter of rig h t, to take 
and to revise w ith his associate counsel. 
T hey could be receipted for and then th e con­ 
ten ts noted. 
T here w ere certain clippings 
from t i e new spapers m ade by G uiteau during 
gix weeks before th e shooting. 
T hese clip- 
lings evidenced the influences bro u g h t to 
»r on th s prisoner’s m ind an d m otives 
which operated on him , and were valuable as 
bearing on th e ¡".sanity theory. 
Suppose 
letters had beeu w ritten to the prisoner d u r­ 
ing

by accom plices, in stru ct­

w ould 
n ot

counsel for the prisoner be en titled to tse ir 
possession, io order to ebow th eir influence 
on bis m ind ? 
In stead of being sucb letters 
addressed to th e prisoner, th ere were, he un­ 
derstood, certain priutod docum ents or printed 
letters address“d to him com m on w ith ail the 
people of th e U n ited States, and the counsel 
w as entitled to th e exam ination of them to 
assist in m aking up hie case. 
T here was a 
p rin te d book, the pro p erty of the prisoner, 
w hich had been taken from him . 
D uring 
th e six weeks before the act was com m itted, 
G u iteau «rae engaged in anno’atio g th a t book 
along ite m argin, altering, correcting, and 
addi g to it. 
These notes were im portant, ?s 
bearing cn th e condition of the prisoner’s 
m ind and his legal ¡responsibility. 
T he coun­ 
sel for the defence had a right to these docu­ 
m ents, not through the grace of the D istrict 
A tto rn ey . Three weeks ago G uiteau prepared 
a com m unication for publication, and sent it 
in an envelope w ith a note to him self (3eo- 
vill=). 
T he W arden brought it to his room, 
b u t not fiadiog him , left it with the D istrict 
A tto rn ey . 
T h a t letter and coromuEication 
he had been unable to get, after r e la te d a p ­ 
plication, and he left the m atter to the C onrt. 
Ju d g e (J ;x said he should say th a t ScoviUe 
w ar entitled to these papers, b u t in th e ab ­ 
sence of the D istrict A ttorney he could not 
m ake aoy order as to the book referred to. 
Y esterday the D i-trict A ttorney told R o bin­ 
son th at he would give him a copy of it. 
ScoviUe said, “ R u t a copy is n ot suffi­ 
cient.” 
The C ourt thought the m a tte r c"uld be ar­ 
ranged w ithout any form al order. 
W ashington, N ovem ber S tb.—Subsequent 
to ScoviHe's argum ent C orkhill eaid th a t as 
to the papers dem anded being evidence, he 
would not concede the rig h t of any person to 
them .
